Mission accomplished 

General Cable survives, thrives after being selected 
as one of North America's top manufacturing plants

Surviving simply wasn’t 
enough for Lawrenceburg’s 
General Cable plant. 

Faced with the daunting 
reality that telecommunication 
products — the cables strung 
between phone poles — were 
going the way of the dodo bird, 
employees at the worldwide 
company’s local plant vowed to 
be its “last plant standing” — a 
mission to outperform and out¬ 
live its sister plants. 

Mission accomplished. 

Reinvigorated and deter¬ 
mined to achieve even more, 
employees then set their sights 
even higher, the goal being to 
receive recognition as one of 
the best manufacturing plants 
on the continent. 


Again, mission accom¬ 
plished. 

The plant and its 300 
employees rolled out the red 
carpet last Thursday to cel¬ 
ebrate being named one of the 
10 best manufacturing plants 
in North America by Industry- 
Week magazine. 

“This is based on the relent¬ 
less pursuit of manufacturing 
excellence,” said plant manager 
Paul Furtado. “We are excited 
to win this award.” 

And it showed. Furtado and 
executives from the company’s 
Highland Heights headquarters 
offered an array of visitors and 
dignitaries a behind-the-scenes 
tour of the plant, showing off a 
host of technological improve-

King wins

“I’ve been here a long time,” Robinson 
said, adding that she has worked in the 
office for 19 years. “I’ll have big shoes to 
fill.” 

“Jan has run a good office and has been a 
good mentor,” said Robinson, who provides 
clerk services in criminal court for Circuit 
Court Judge Charles Hickman. 

“This is a good opportunity, and some¬ 
thing I’m looking forward to doing.” 

Rogers cited several reasons for not seek¬ 
ing another six-year term. 

“Call me old fashioned, but I did not 
want to retire in the middle of term,” said 
Rogers, who said she couldn’t commit to 
another six years in office. “That creates 
chaos for the people who work here and 
those who rely on us, and I didn’t want to 
do that. 

“I wanted to continue the level of ser¬ 
vice this office has always given the com¬ 
munity, and if re-elected I would have felt 
obligated to complete that term. 

“Pam will be wonderful,” Rogers said. 
“She has a legal background, knows how 
this office works and knows the level of 
integrity we’ve tried to achieve over the 
years.

ments and allowing 
visitors to speak directly 
with equipment opera¬ 
tors. 

They then bussed 
employees and visi¬ 
tors alike to Keeneland, 
where they enjoyed 
a catered lunch and 
applauded lustily as 
awards were handed out. 

Clad in light blue polo 
shirts with “Best” embla¬ 
zoned on their chests, 
operators during the tour 
explained a variety of 
the intricate processes 
that take place in the 
364,000 square-foot plant 
that produces small coat¬ 
ed cables for computer 
use to giant telecommu¬ 
nications cables. 

They also explained 
how “green” the com¬ 
pany has become, includ¬ 
ing how even defective 
spools of cable are 
stripped and the valu¬ 
able copper and coating 
reclaimed for remanu¬ 
facturing. 

Words such as “lean 
manufacturing” and 
“operator led process con¬ 
trol” dominated most con¬ 
versations as employees 
described how the plant 
has remained profitable 
and just as importantly, 
safe. 

Operator led process 
control describes the 
culture inside the plant, 
and is based on those who 
operate the machines 
forming teams and mak¬ 
ing their own decisions. 

“The advantage is that 
we make our own deci¬ 
sions as a group instead 
of supervisors telling us 
to do this and do that,” 
employee Mike Johnson 
said during the tour. 

Longtime employees 
pointed out little changes 
that produced big results, 
including simple things 
such as clearing sight 
lines between equip¬ 
ment so operators can see 
what’s needed, and what’s 
coming next. 

Furtado said those 
changes and others have 
reduced from 10 to five 
the number of days it 
typically takes to get 
“product off the shop 
floor.” 

“We have drastically 
lowered the number of 
defective units,” he said, 
“and shown a 90 percent 
improvement in prevent¬ 
ing carrier damage.” 


As for being the 
company’s “last plant 
standing,” Furtado said, 
“General Cable didn’t 
have to select us, we felt 
we earned it.” 

But the local plant 
isn’t pinning all of its 
hopes on telecommunica¬ 
tions products. Half of 
the plant is now produc¬ 
ing data communications 
products, including wir¬ 
ing that links computer 
networks, and an array of 
products that range from 
being submersed beneath 
the ground to being sub¬ 
merged beneath the sea. 

And they’re doing it 
intelligently. 

Long gone are the old 
days when equipment 
operators were only as 
useful as the strength of 
their backs. Now, opera¬ 
tors are highly skilled 
and trained technicians 
who ensure their equip¬ 
ment is running in top 
form and understand 
each of the processes that 
get it from raw material 
to finished product. 

“Our workforce is 
extremely flexible and 
resourceful,” Furtado 
said. 

“Our goal is to be 
world-class, and I’m excit¬ 
ed to see what we’ll be in 
two to three years.” 

And it’s safe. Even visi¬ 
tors touring the plant are 
showed a safety video 
before being asked to 
don protective eyewear, 
earplugs and steel-toed 
galoshes over their shoes. 

Reminders are every¬ 
where, including in post¬ 
er-sized photos of chil¬ 
dren whose parents work 
in the plant, encouraging 
them to stay safe on the 
job. 

The plant has imple¬ 
mented a policy against 
open knife blades, made 
numerous ergonomic 
improvements and 
preaches safety over all 
else. 

“Only zero injuries is 
acceptable,” said employ¬ 
ee Jeff Fox, who serves 
on the plant’s environ¬ 
mental health and safety 
team. 

The award marks the 
first time the Lawrence- 
burg plant has received 
it, but General Cable has 
received it in several of 
its other locations. 

The company operates 
47 plants in 25 countries, 
and employs approxi¬ 
mately 12,000 people.

“I’m very pleased,” said 
King, who represents Ander¬ 
son County as part of the 55th 
District. 

King said she remains u very 
optimistic” that she may be 
able to retain her seat, which 
was taken from her when 
House Democrats passed a 
redistricting plan that placed 
her Mercer County home just 
outside of the district. 

“My lawyer friends say this 
is a very good sign, and that 
the judge wouldn’t have issued 
the delay if he didn’t think the 
case had merit. 

“We feel very good about it.” 

The delay came late in the 
afternoon and was preceded 
by a flurry of Republicans fil¬ 
ing for King’s seat. 

Anderson County Repub¬ 
licans Dean Lickliter of Tracy 
Road filed Monday, and 
Charles David Randsdell of 
Whitney Drive and Charles 
“Marty” Terry of Harrodsburg 
Road each filed Tuesday. 

Democrat Kent Stevens, 
who lost the seat in 2010 to 
King, filed a week ago for the 
seat. 

King joined a lawsuit filed 
by other House Republicans to 
overturn House Bill 1, a redis¬ 
tricting plan that removed 
her from representing Mercer, 
Anderson and a portion of 
Spencer County by placing 
her Mercer County residence 
outside of the new district line. 
The district, under redistrict¬ 
ing, now includes all of Spen¬ 
cer and Anderson counties, 
and only a portion of Mercer. 

The plan divides 28 coun¬ 
ties and creates 246 precincts. 
Monday in Franklin Circuit 
Court, King and her attorneys 
said that’s too many, and added 
that the state’s Constitution 


allows only counties large 
enough to stand alone as dis¬ 
tricts to be divided. 

A GOP plan that was reject¬ 
ed by the House would have 
split only 24 counties and 10 
precincts, GOP attorneys said. 

King’s attorney, Victor 
Maddox, argued Monday that 
along with dividing too many 
counties, HB1 exceeds the 
allowable 5 percent popula¬ 
tion variance in at least one 
district, and violates the 
requirements that districts be 
contiguous. 

Maddox used a map to show 
what he called “the Pulaski 
strip,” a small strip of land in 
Pulaski County used to con¬ 


nect a district that ranges 
from Casey County to north¬ 
ern Madison County. 

He also referred to the 
“Laurel County zigzag,” a wan¬ 
dering line on a map, which 
bisects Laurel County and con¬ 
nects Jackson and McCreary 
counties. 

David Tachau, an attorney 
representing Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergan Grimes, 
said she wasn’t arguing to 
“attack or defend” HB 1, only 
to protect the “status quo” and 
“process.” 

The hearing Monday also 
involved state Sen. Kathy 
Stein, a Fayette County Demo¬ 
crat who lost her seat in the 


Senate’s redistricting plan. 

Her attorney, Scott White, 
argued that voters in her 
district would be disenfran¬ 
chised because the Senate plan 
moves her district from urban 
Lexington to northeastern 
Kentucky. He added that if 
the Senate plan is allowed to 
stand, voters in her current 
district would be represented 
by someone they didn’t elect, 
and that they would not be 
able to vote for a state senator 
for six years. 

Circuit Judge Phillip Shep¬ 
herd, who issued Tuesday’s 
ruling, will hear more argu¬ 
ments on the lawsuits begin¬ 
ning Monday, Feb. 6 in Frank¬ 


lin Circuit Court, a day before 
his imposed filing deadline. 

King said she has received 
tremendous support in her 
effort to retain her seat, partic¬ 
ularly from Anderson County 
residents. 

“I’ve had, by far, more 
aggravated comments coming 
from Anderson County folks,” 
she said. “Probably 80-20. My 
email, phone and Facebook 
page are just lit up.” 

King said that kind of sup¬ 
port from Anderson County is 
appreciated. 

“I’ve worked really hard 
to convince my Anderson 
County and Spencer County 
families that I am their rep, 
too,” she said. “I don’t consider 
myself a resident of Mercer 
County; I’m a resident of the 
55th District, and I think they 
believe that.” 

King, who said she would 
not seek election in her new 
district, said Tuesday she filed 
for re-election in the 55th 
District in November, and has 
every intention of running. 

“My intentions are to run in 
the 55th District until I have 
no other recourse,” she said. 

In other filings, incumbent 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Laura Donnell, a Republican, 
filed for re-election. No other 
candidates had filed as of 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Incumbent state Sen. Julian 
Carroll, a Democrat who rep¬ 
resents Anderson County filed 
for re-election. No other candi¬ 
dates had filed as of Tuesday 
afternoon. 

For US Congress, incumbent 
Democrat Ben Chandler filed 
for re-election, as did Republi¬ 
cans Andy Barr of Lexington 
and Curtis Kenimer of Paris. 
Randolph Vance of Lexington 
filed as a write-in candidate.

Redistricting suit puts 
dirty politics on display 

Library trustees should secure surplus funds now 

R egardless the outcome of the attempt by state Rep. Kim 
King to halt the Democrat-devised redistricting of Ken¬ 
tucky there no longer remains any doubt just 
how dirty politics truly are. 

For those just joining this picture show, King was 
booted out of Anderson and Spencer counties when 
House Democrats approved a plan to draw a new dis¬ 
trict line that split King’s home county of Mercer just 
a few miles from where she lives. She now lives in 
another district and, pending the outcome of judge’s 
ruling late Tuesday afternoon, cannot seek re-election 
here. 

Never mind that voters here and in Spencer Coun¬ 
ty elected her; it’s more important that the House is 
packed with Democrats than the will of the people is 
served, right? 

And don’t think Democrats are alone in the skull¬ 
duggery. On the other side of the aisle, Republicans in 
the Senate played fast and loose, too, by sending a Fayette County 
Democrat Sen. Kathy Stein packing after gerrymandering her out 
of her seat. 

King is an outspoken conservative who as a freshman took no 
guff from the good old boys who are generally more interested in 
protecting their party than the state’s Constitution. 

Conversely, Stein is described as an outspoken liberal attorney 
who consistently needles Senate President David Williams. 

What they have in common (besides being strong-minded 
women) is that a majority of those they currently represent 
apparently agree with their politics well enough to put them in 
office. 

On Monday, King and Stein sat shoulder to shoulder in Frank¬ 
lin Circuit Court as their attorneys presented constitutional chal¬ 
lenges to the House and Senate’s new district lines. 

What they heard from attorneys on the other side, though, was 
remarkably troubling and more than a little revealing. 

An attorney representing House Speaker Greg Stumbo starkly 
admitted that redistricting is a politically based process — a “to 
the winners go the spoils” attitude, if you will. 

The attorney representing newly minted Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergan Grimes was even more revealing and had the 
audacity to dismiss constitutional arguments presented by Stein 
and King’s attorneys as nothing more than “interesting legal argu¬ 
ments.” He, and by proxy Grimes, then went on to argue in favor 
of the “status quo” and “protecting the process.” 

We’ve come to a sad pass, folks, when those elected to defend 
and support the state’s constitution opt instead to argue in favor 
of political expediency. 

peaking of protecting the process, it will be interesting to 
see if the state’s interim health commissioner, Steve Davis, 
approves proposed program and employee cuts at the health 
department. 

The cuts, proposed by a committee of the health board, would 
trim just short of $200,000 in spending and supposedly put the ail¬ 
ing department back on a paying basis. 

So far, Davis’ contributions to fixing the department’s financial 
issues have been to stonewall, interfere and allegedly threaten to 
veto the local health board’s effort to fire its beleaguered director. 

And don’t think for a moment that Davis’ interest is doing 
what’s best for the public. As usual, it appears another unelected 
Frankfort bureaucrat is more concerned with protecting the over¬ 
arching status quo of his office than helping to solve Anderson 
County’s health department crisis. 

Frankly, seeking his approval for these cuts may be statutorily 
required, but should he say no, the health board should make the 
cuts anyway and call Davis’ bluff. 

If he and his minions want to sue, I say bring it on. 

S peaking of sue, don’t be surprised if that doesn’t happen 

fairly soon over the way the local library board has been rais¬ 
ing taxes. 

I documented this problem in Monday’s special edition of the 
Extra, but will recap here. 

In short, it appears our library and dozens more have for years 
relied on House Bill 44 instead of KRS179 in order to raise taxes. 

Trouble is, KRS 179 is the law, and requires that library taxing 
districts established before 1984 (ours was created in 1966) to raise 
or lower taxes only by public referendum. 

In Campbell County, a class-action suit has been filed and seeks 
millions of dollars in damages. Of course library officials there 
are dismissing the suit, saying they’ve “followed the letter of the 
law” by utilizing something that actually isn’t law, HB 44. 

On Friday, a judge there will rule on a motion to place that 
library’s funds in escrow to ensure the apparently ill-gotten 
money is available should it need to be refunded to taxpayers. 

Here, the library has at least $1 million in reserves, which also 
should be placed in escrow until this mess is legally sorted out. 

Let’s just hope our library trustees have the foresight and 
responsibility to do so without first being ordered by a judge.

This 
week, we’re going into the 
next phase, keeping them 
healthy and growing. There 


are really only four more 
steps, feed them, give them 
room, pet them and toughen 
them up. By then, spring will 
have sprung, we hope. 

If you’re using a soil-less 
mix without compost, begin 
to fertilize your seedlings as 
soon as they get their first 
true leaves. True leaves are 
the ones that come after the 
little round ones that first 
shoot out. 

Water with a half-strength 
solution of liquid fish/sea¬ 
weed fertilizer every week or 
two. Use either a spray bottle 
or add the fertilizer to the 
water you set the trays in, 
if you’re using the wick-up 
method. 

If the seedlings outgrow 
their containers or crowd 
one another, repot them into 
larger containers filled with 
a mix that includes compost. 
Extract the seedlings with 
a narrow fork or flat stick 
(a tongue depressor works 
great), and handle by their 
leaves and roots to avoid 
damaging the fragile stems. 
Tuck the seedlings gently 
into the new pots, and water 
them to settle the roots. 

Lightly ruffling seedlings 
once or twice a day with 
your clean hand, or a piece 
of cardboard, helps them 
to grow stocky and strong 


stems. I set up a small rotat¬ 
ing fan to gently, continu¬ 
ously blow on the seedlings. 

About one week before 
the plants are to go outside, 
start acclimating them to the 
fickle weather of the great 
outdoors. This is called hard¬ 
ening off. On a warm spring 
day move the containers to a 
shaded, protected place, such 
as a porch, for a few hours. 

Gradually increase the 
plants’ exposure to sun and 
breeze each day. At the end 
of the week, leave them out 
overnight. 

We have several programs 
coming up in the next two 
months at the library, and 
first on the list is the Farm¬ 
er’s Market on Feb. 14 at 7 
p.m. 

The program is free and 
participants will learn all 
about the benefits of joining 
the market. There will be 
two vegetable garden seed 
workshops in March, so keep 
an eye peeled here to get the 
dates. 

Now, get going on those 
garden plans and supplies. 

We only have seven more 
Mondays until spring. Happy 
growing.

Rather than be content 
with the curt hello at the 
drive-thru, let’s focus our 
attention as consumers 
on something else — the 
stories of real people.

Mardi Gras Donuts owner 
brings New Orleans flavor 
to Lawrenceburg

New Orleans’ annual Mardi 
Gras parade begins when the 
mayor announces in French 
“laissez les bons temps rouler” 
or “let the good times roll.” 

Michael Williams, owner of 
Mardi Gras Donuts, adopted 
the same mission statement 
for his doughnut shop, styled 
after the place where his jour¬ 
ney with doughnuts began. 

Williams has received 
plenty of praise and press for 
his doughnuts back in the Big 
Easy. 

As the head baker at Blue 
Dot Donuts, a doughnut shop 
owned by three policemen, 
Williams was featured on a 
September 2011 episode of the 
Food Network show “Sugar 
High” with celebrity baker 
Duff Goldman. 

Williams’ trademark maple 
bacon doughnut wowed Gold¬ 
man. 

“Duff’s crazy,” Williams 
said, later adding he didn’t 
even know who Goldman was 
until Food Network started 
filming. “He said [the dough¬ 
nut] is the best thing to hit his 
mouth.” 


Hungry? 

Mardi Gras Donuts, located at 1085 Eagle Drive 
on US 127 South, is closed Monday and Tues¬ 
day, but open Wednesday through Sunday 
from 6 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 

The restaurant is cash only. 

Williams, born and raised 
in New Orleans, started out in 
the doughnut business as a 12- 
year-old kitchen helper. 

But no one would give him 
the chance to make his own 
doughnuts. 

So he lied. 

“I claimed that I could 
cook just so that way they’d 
give me a job,” Williams said, 
laughing. 

In time, Williams learned 
the proper way of making 
doughnuts, eventually getting 
a job as a baker at his first 
doughnut shop where he was 
rejected years before. 

Now, more than 30 years 
later, Williams has gone from 
kitchen helper to business 
owner. 

“I’ve always worked in 
[doughnut shops] before, 
but this is the first time I’ve 
owned one,” he said. 

In the end, it was a choice 
between Lawrenceburg or Las 
Vegas to set up shop, he said. 

“I almost was grabbing a 
dice to decide,” Williams said. 

But a restaurant in Law¬ 
renceburg would get high

traffic from the bypass, he 
said, and it was closer to his 
family and house in New 
Orleans. 

Mardi Gras Donuts is 
also closer to Williams’ New 
Orleans suppliers, who pro¬ 
vide him with the mixes for 
his doughnuts and beignets, 
a type of French fritter 
dusted with powdered sugar 
and indicative of the region. 
Williams said he uses the 
same beignet mix as Cafe Du 
Monde, a beignet mecca in 
New Orleans. 

Williams said he couldn’t 


list the more than 40 differ¬ 
ent kinds of doughnuts he can 
create, everything from red 
velvet to original hot glazed to 
pumpkin. 

He said he hopes to feature 
a cake donut filled with ice 
cream and drizzled raspberry 
sauce for the summer. 

Officially opening his 
doughnut shop on Nov. 18, 
Williams has tried to bring the 
vibe of New Orleans in the 
restaurant’s decor and atmo¬ 
sphere. 

Zydeco music, the same 
rollicking songs that filter 


through the storefronts on 
Bourbon Street, plays in the 
background and the purple, 
green and gold of Mardi Gras 
can be found everywhere, 
even in Williams’ striped work 
scrubs. 

Williams said he wants to 
expand his menu in the next 
month from doughnuts to 
some New Orleans specialties 
for lunch, such as shrimp and 
oyster po’ boys, red beans and 
rice and his mother’s okra 
gumbo. 

Williams said he wasn’t one 
to always brag on his mom¬ 
ma’s cooking, but her okra 
gumbo was her specialty. 

“But she happened to have 
one dish, one dish that every¬ 
one loved, including myself. I 
know it’ll be a best seller,” Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Williams is the sole jani¬ 
tor, cashier, supply man and 
baker, waking up at 2 a.m. to 
mix and fry 390-400 dough¬ 
nuts each day. 

“Sometimes they sell out 
real fast, and sometimes they 
don’t,” he said. “I guess it just 
depends on the mood.” 

Williams said he’ll see how 
business goes for a year to see 
if he’ll stay in Lawrenceburg. 

Until then, Williams will be 
doing doughnuts his way. 

“I give them hot dough¬ 
nuts whenever they want hot 
doughnuts. I give them beig¬ 
nets whenever I got beignets,” 
he said.

•Vehicle property taxes can be paid any time prior to your 
renewal date or at the time of renewal. 

•If your title has two or more names and they are connected 
by ‘or,’ any person listed on the title can act independently 
in making changes to the title, including selling the vehicle. 
For example, if the title reads, ‘John or Mary Doe,’ either 
John or Mary can register the vehicle or remove the other 
from the title.

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NOT IN CITY LIMITS 

This aerial photo by the late Leon Thornberry shows the intersection of Highway 62 and 127 Bypass in the late 1970s to early '80s. At top left is the Anderson County High School campus, which 
was in the Lawrenceburg city limits. Everything else, including the fairgrounds, was in the county. Bottom left is the old IGA Foodliner and Connie Drury's Used Cars, which later became the 
Wells Used Car Lot owned by Jackie Wells. Griffith Hardware and Redi-Mart are now located in that corner. West of there was Leon Hawkins Meat Processing, and then a Stratton residence. At 
top right is the American Legion Fairgrounds show ring and ball fields. The swimming pool is hidden by trees. Between the Fairgrounds and the intersection was a small field rock building 
and a farm owned by Richard Case, where West Park Shopping Center is now. At the bottom right is a building that at one time was Country Kitchen Restaurant and later The Pancake House. 
It later became The Anderson National Bank branch, now Town and Country. West of that is Jenkins Chevrolet, owned by Gordon Jenkins. It is now Ace Hardware. To the west of that is farm 
owned by Amos Rogers. 


WHERE IN ANDERSON COUNTY IS 


THE WAY WE WERE 


Wyatt Shely, who wrote a 
weekly column called “Our 
Heritage” in the 1960s and 1970s, 
was asked by some men mak¬ 
ing a survey of Kentucky place 
names in 1971 to help compile 
some information about some of 
Anderson County’s place names. 

Mr. Shely was the resident 
historian at that time and wrote 
many columns about the family 
names found in Anderson Coun¬ 
ty and how they came to be here. 

There are about 65 places 
that he came up with, some you 
may have heard and others you 
may not. The first 43 appeared 
in Monday’s special edition of 
The Anderson News that went 
to all the mail boxes in Anderson 
County, Mt. Eden, Waddy and 
Sal visa. 

Here are the rest of them. 

44 - POWELL TAYLOR 
ROAD COMMUNITY - Located 
between U.S. 62 and Highway 44, 
west of Lawrenceburg. The com¬ 
munity and road were named 
for Powell Taylor, prominent 
landowner and businessman and 
county judge 1917-1925. 

45 - BUNTAIN SCHOOL - 
School and neighborhood located 
14 miles west of Lawrenceburg 
of U S 62 on Buntain School 
House Road. It was named for 
early settler, John T. Buntain. 

46 - BUNTAIN GRAVEYARD 
—Located on farm west of Glens- 
boro Road. Several Buntains 
buried there including James 
Buntain (1793-1870) and wife 
Lucinda (1799-1857) John T. Bun¬ 
tain (1821-?) and wife, Catherine 
K. (1828-1892). 

47 - LITTLE PAGE GRAVE¬ 
YARD — Located on Hammond 
Creek a short distance north of 
Highway 44 on Hammond Creek 
Road. Named for James S. Little 
Page family. The earliest grave 
is of Dorethea, wife of Js. Littlep- 
age (1787-1859) 

48 - SALT RIVER - Neigh¬ 
borhood located four miles south 
of Lawrenceburg. Rev. John 
Penney organized the church in 
1798. The present building was 
built in 1842. No congregation.

Named for its location by Pastor 
Penney (1756-1833) 

49 - SHARP’S BRANCH - A 
tributary of Kentucky River 
located four miles west of Law¬ 
renceburg. It was named for 
early settler, Abraham Sharp, 
revolutionary soldier, born in 
Bedford County, Va. He died in 
1854. The Sharp family operated 
Sharp’s Lerry for many years. 

50 - HICKORY GROVE COM- 
MUNTY — Community and 
school located eight miles west 
of town on U.S. 62. Several school 
names were chosen because of 
the abundance of a particular 
tree. Such as Cedar Grove, Locust 
Grove and Hickory Grove. 

51 - YOUNG SCHOOL - Dis¬ 
continued, it is now remodeled 
and owned by Ballard Baptist 
Church. The school was located 
10 miles southwest of Lawrence¬ 
burg near Blue Grass Parkway. 
Land for the school was sold 

for $1 by David Disponett and 
named Young, maiden name of 
Disponett’s wife. 

52 - BALLARD BAPTIST 


CHURCH — Organized in 1957, it 
took its name from the commu¬ 
nity where the meeting house 
is located. It’s located 10 miles 
southwest of Lawrenceburg. 

53 - BALLARD COMMUNITY 

— Around since 1850, it probably 
was named for William Ballard, 
first because of the name to 
appear on census rolls of Ander¬ 
son County and whose farm 
was but a short distance from 
present Ballard. Caldwell’s Store 
housed the post office beginning 
in 1866 and was often referred to 
as Ballard. 

54 - CALDWELL’S STORE 

— A community near Ballard, 
established in 1866 by Ben 
Caldwell, store-keeper and post¬ 
master. 

55 - BUSEY (BUCY, BUCEY) 
CEMETERY — Located 10 miles 
west of Lawrenceburg on High¬ 
way 44 near Glensboro. It was 
named for land-holder John 
Busey (1771-1863), wife. Martha 
(1770-1860). Other early Buseys 
buried there include John (1810- 
1879) and wife, Elizabeth (1821- 
1870). 

56 - BELL GRAVEYARD - Is 
one-half mile north of Nevin’s 
Station. It’s named for James 
Madison Bell (1814-1890), wife, 
Martha Ann Penney (1817-1881). 
It’s formerly known as Penney 
Cemetery, with the earliest birth 
date being that of Mary Penney, 
1793. 

57 - BICKERS CEMETERY 

— Is nine miles from Lawrence¬ 
burg on Paxton Road. It was 
named for John W. Bickers (1808- 
1887) and wife, Emily, (1816-1880). 

58 - BLACKWELL CEM¬ 
ETERY — Was named for Revo¬ 
lutionary War soldier from 
Hanover County, Va. (1766-1857). 

59 - BOND CEMETERY - Is 
located two miles southeast of 
Lawrenceburg, near the old 
home of Revolutionary soldier 
William Bond. Graves include 
John Bond (1790-1842) and Mary 
Bond (1795-1825), and Sarah Bond 


(1802-1869). 

60 - BOSTON CEMETERY 

— is near Luther Baxter home on 
Goshen Road, eight miles west of 
town. Named for J. Boston (1826- 
1872), is it sometimes known as 
Hackley Cemetery. 

61 - BRUNER CEMETERY - 
Located off Fox Creek - Ander¬ 
son City Road around two miles 
from Glensboro on a farm owned 
by Sam Bruner. It is frequently 
known as the Brown Cemetery 
because of it being the burial 
place of well-known Home 
Guard, Capt. Lorenzo D. Brown 
(1829-1900). 

62 - PLEASANT VAL¬ 
LEY METHODIST CHURCH 

— Extinct on Salt River was 16 
miles west of Lawrenceburg. It 
was reorganized and relocated 
1889, having earlier been located 
in Camden and first organized in 
a log building on Pleasant Ridge. 

63 - PENNEY’S CHAPEL 
METHODIST CHURCH - located 
about 18 miles west of Lawrence¬ 
burg. The first congregation of 
Primitive Baptists met in a log 
building erected by descendants 
of Revolutionary soldier and 
preacher, John Penney. Method¬ 
ists in the area by 1880s were 
gaining strength and secured 
use of building. The log meeting 
place was replaced in 1893. The 
church burned in 1963 but was 
soon rebuilt. 

64 - BLACKBURN BRIDGE 

— Crossing Kentucky River at 
the Anderson/Woodford line, 
four miles east of Lawrenceburg. 
It was built in 1932 and named 
for Joe C.S. Blackburn, native of 
Woodford County, prominent in 
Ky. politics for many years and 
one-time U.S. Senator. 

65 - YOUNG’S HIGH BRIDGE 

— (RAILROAD) Crossing Ky. 
River near Tyrone and in sight 
of Blackburn Bridge. An engi¬ 
neering feat erected in 1888 and 
named for Col. Bennett H. Young, 
who was in charge of building 
the first railroad in Anderson 
County (1888).

Do we have unrealistic 
expectations about 
athletic schollies? 

I f I didn’t know better, I would 
think that today, Feb. 1, is more 
important than April 15, my 
anniversary and Election Day all put 
together. 

At least in the minds of those who 
believe the first three let¬ 
ters of the alphabet are 
BCS, it is. 

You know what I am 
talking about: National 
signing day. 

Or, to be more correct, 
it is Experts Talking on 
ESPN About People They 
Know Little About Day. 

Rules of the day are that 
you can substitute the 
call letters of any sports 
call-in show and it is still 
a valid holiday. 

ESPN will be talking all day about 
groups of 25-30 kids, all about 18 years 
old, heading to some university. Given 
that the results of National Signing 
Day show up in championships and 
megabucks, it is, in a strange way, 
somewhat understandable. 

We know it as football signing day 
but actually it is the NCAA’s day to 
open a period where athletes in any 
fall sport can put their signature on 
a sheet of legal-sized paper, accept¬ 
ing an offer to play that sport at an 
NCAA college. 

Kids that have earned the right to 
sign and have done their work in the 
classroom should be applauded. When 
you consider that Chris Fitzpatrick, 
who is going to Northwestern, is the 
first Anderson County football player 
to sign with a college playing football 
at the highest level in over 40 years, 
you get some insight into just how 
tough it is to get an opportunity to 
play a sport at that level. 

Anderson has had several girls’ soc¬ 
cer players go on to compete at a very 
high level, and that continues with 
Emily Mager, who was scheduled to 
sign with Division II Queen’s College 
Wednesday afternoon. 

My hat is off to both of these 
young people. 

But what about the rest of us, the 
ones that have made this day, or the 
one in early April that will signal the 
start of basketball’s spring signing 
perod, the equivalent of winning the 
lottery or Armageddon, depending on 
how things work out? 

Obviously, with the enormous 
interest in major college sports, people 
are going to look at this day as a big 
one. And when you realize that the 
teams with the best players usually 
win the championships, you get some 
idea of why grown men and women 
becoming obsessed with whether a 
kid can run 40 yards in 4.3 seconds or 
not. 

Just as bad is the parent who push¬ 
es his child into a sport before the kid 
can do long division in the name of 
preparing for a college scholarship. 

Then, when that doesn’t material¬ 
ize, there is nothing to fall back on. 

See the story of Boobie Miles in 
Friday Night Lights for details. He 
got hurt and his dream was shattered 
worse than his knee. 

True story. Think of Marcus 
Dupree or countless others like him. 

Being on this job over 25 years of 
signings has told me that most play 
sports in high school won’t continue 
in a big-time career. Most can’t misses, 
well, miss. 

Several years ago, I interviewed 
Anderson County basketball coach 
Glen Drury about some of the prob¬ 
lems in recruiting. The sport is dif¬ 
ferent, but the words of another 
quarter century of experience should 
be on the minds of every person who 
aspires to be seen on ESPN. 

“If you want to get a college schol¬ 
arship,” he said, “The best thing you 
can do is have a high grade point 
average and a high ACT score.” 

Try selling that to someone who 
will be glued to recruiting news today.

Swimming is more than just staying in shape 


Anderson sophomore enjoys 
success with first dip into 
competitive pool

It’s no secret that Ben 
Spear was thinking more 
about his ground strokes 
than the backstroke 
when he joined the swim¬ 
ming team at Anderson 
County High School in 
the fall. 

“I started out doing 
this just to stay in shape 
for tennis,” Spear says with a laugh. 

A sophomore, Spear had shown 


plenty of promise on the courts last 
spring, working as both a varsity and 
junior varsity player. He’s shown the 
same potential since he hit the pool in 
his new sport. 

“Ben has just made amazing progress 
as a first-year swimmer. He has talent 
in every swim stroke but does excep¬ 
tionally well in freestyle,” Anderson 
coach Karla Phillips says. 

Phillips is in her first year coaching 
the Anderson team, but was familiar 
with Spear’s potential from working 
with him several summers ago. Even 
though Spear knew how to get through 
the water, he wanted some variety in 
his workouts and pool time. “I was just 
looking for something to keep me busy 
during the summer,” he says. 

Enter Phillips, who was teaching 
swimming at Falling Springs Recre¬ 


ational Center in Versailles, where 
Spear was hitting the pool. Her new 
pupil picked up proper form on the 
freestyle, then added the butterfly, 
breaststroke and backstroke to his rep¬ 
ertoire. 

Fast forward to Saturday’s Win¬ 
ter Classic, hosted by Shelby County 
and Collins at Clear Creek Park in 
Shelby ville. Spear was one of Ander¬ 
son’s competitors in the backstroke, 
turning in a 1:32 in the 100-ayrd back- 
stroke, but his first love shone through. 

“Freestyle is my favorite,” Spear said 
before the meet. He showed why, slic¬ 
ing through the water with a 28.10 sec¬ 
ond leg in the 200-yard freestyle relay. 
The Bearcats finished 20th out of 25 
teams in the event, but sliced three sec-

South Oldham whips Bearcats, remains unbeaten in region 


Dragons pressure, 
balanced attack 
burns Anderson

South Oldham showed 
why many believe this 
might be the year the 
Dragons finally taste the 
sweetness of a regional 
championship last Fri¬ 
day The Dragons rolled 
past visiting Anderson 
County 82-64, using a 24- 
9 outburst in the second 
quarter to build an insur¬ 
mountable halftime lead. 

South Oldham, which 
has never won a regional 
championship since the 
school was formed in 
the fall of 1989, spotted 
Anderson a 16-15 lead 
after a quarter then 
turned up the pressure 
in the second quarter to 
improve to 14-6 on the 
year. 

South has not lost 
in seven games against 
regional opponents and 
remains the only team 
unbeaten against region¬ 
al competition this year. 
South Oldham is also

Darrin Laswell, who 
led Anderson with 16 
points, hit four 3-pointers 
in the first eight min¬ 
utes, but South Oldham’s 
pressure disrupted the 
Anderson attack.

onds off the seed time. Anderson 
finished 15th in the classic, which 
has become one of the state’s bet¬ 
ter pool extravaganzas, hosting 
more than 20 teams. 

“Ben has done nothing but 
improve. His times are great, espe¬ 
cially his 50 free,” Phillips says. 

Two weeks ago, though Phil¬ 
lips put Spear in the 200-yard 
freestyle in a meet at Kentucky 
State University. He finished sev¬ 
enth, at 2:42.70, which was well 
behind the winners and more 
than 30 seconds behind teammate 
James Mason, who finished fifth. 
But Phillips saw another trait 
that might have Spear setting 
his sights on making the state 
swim meet before his high school 
career ends in two years. 

“I actually put him in the 200- 
yard freestyle, which is a tough 
event,” she said. “It’s an event that 
you can’t pace yourself and go too 
slow in but you can’t swim the 
whole thing at an all-out sprint.” 

Spear adds, “I took advice from 


someone who had been on a 
swim team. They told me to pace 
myself some. I saw it as a practice, 
just faster.” 

Spear is not considered the 
Swim Cats top performer - several 
others have swum competitively 
much longer and are turning 
in better times. But Spear has 
become solid and repeatedly low¬ 
ers his personal bests. 

“Swimming just came natural 
to me,” he says. “I just really like 
to swim. I have always liked it.” 

But last fall, Spear also found 
that swimming with the clock 
running is much different than 
just taking a dip in the pool on a 
hot day. 

“It was a little different,” Spear 
says with a smile. 

At his first meet, held at Rus¬ 
sell County in November, Spear 
took more than 38 seconds to 
cover the 50-yard freestyle. 

Saturday, at Shelbyville, he 
had shaved 10 seconds off that 
time with his relay leg. That is 
in a sport where hundredths of a 
second often determine winning 
and losing and a half-second is 
equivalent to an eternity. 

He did not race in the individ¬ 


ual 50-yarder, but came in with a 
1:10 in the 100-yard race. 

“I have been getting some good 
times,” Spear says, “and I like rac¬ 
ing other people.” 

Spear still plans on playing 
tennis in the spring, but the pool 
is calling too. 

Spear smiles, then offers a sim¬ 
ple explanation for doing double 
duty, “I really enjoy it a lot more 
than I thought I would.” 

And that, says Phillips, is what 
she hopes to accomplish at Ander¬ 
son County, even when a kid’s 
motivation is not necessarily to 
become the next Michael Phelps. 

“It doesn’t bother me at all,” 
said Phillips, a member of the 
first Anderson County swim 
team. “I completely understand 
when kids see it as ‘something to 
do’ or are just curious about it. I 
was the same way. I really had no 
idea what I was getting into when 
I joined the team.” 

But Phillips had an idea what 
she was getting when Ben Spear 
got in the pool. 

So far it’s been good.
